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The  Cosford  Riiral  District  is  typical  of  rural  Suffolk  and  is 
situated  about  10  railes  South  of  Ipsv/ich  in  what  is  often  called  the 
"Constable  Country" , It  is  almost  exclusively  agricultural  in 
character  with  a few  light  industries  in  the  larger  villages  only. 

The  economy  of  the  District  is  closely  linked  vn.th  the  prosperity  of 
the  adjoining  towns  - Sudbury,  Ipswich,  Bury  St,  Edmunds,  and 
Colchester  - to  which  a large  proportion  of  the  population  both  male 
and  female,  travel  to  v/ork. 

The  District,  unspoiled  by  industry  or  excessive  housing 
development,  has  been  designated  by  the  Planning  Authority  as  an 
area  of  outstanding  natiiral  beauty,  possessed  of  many  buildings  of 
special  architectural  interest  and  worthy  of  special  control  to 
safeguard  the  amenities  of  the  countryside. 

Currently,  much  interest  is  being  taken  locally  in  the  proposed 
expansion  of  Ipswich,  This  will  probably  not  directly  affect  the 
Cosford  Rural  District,  but  without  a doubt  the  repercussions  will 
be  felt  in  pressure  for  the  release  of  land  for  nev/  housing  development.

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  whole  of  the  Rural  District  is  served  by  a public  water  supply 
operated  by  the  West  Suffolk  Water  Board,  Linden  House,  Kings  Road, 

Bury  St.  Edmunds.  (Tel  No:  Bviry  St.  Edmunds  226l)  . 

The  supply  serving  the  Cosford  Rural  District  is  derived  from 
boreholes  4-00  feet  deep  in  the  chalk  substrata  at  Semer  where  the  fully 
automatic  all  electric  pumping  plant  is  capable  of  providing  a supply 
of  700,000  gallons  of  water  per  day.  All  v/ater  is  chlorinated  at  the 
pumping  station  to  give  a chlorine  residual  of  0.15  parts  per  million 
after  v/hich  it  is  pumped  to  the  Hedging  Tye  water  tower  from  v/hence  it 
is  piped  into  the  distribution  mains, 

A sample  of  v;ater  taken  from  the  supply  at  the  source  before 
chlorination  and  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  was  reported  as  follows:- 

”The  organic  quality  of  this  v\rater  is  very  good  and  the  chemical 
analysis  shov/s  no  signs  of  pollution.  The  water  is  hard,  the  total  hardness 
being  about  26°  Clark,  all  but  5°  of  which  is  Temporary,  (295  parts  per 
million  temporary  hardness;  70  parts  per  million  permanent  hardness).  The 
free  carbonic  acid  content  is  lov;  relatively  to  the  hardness  of  the  water 
which  would  not  be  expected  to  have  any  corrosive  action  on  metals.  The 
water  contains  a trace  of  iron,  but  this  is  wholly  in  solution  when  the 
sample  was  received  and  no  deposit  formed  on  standing.  In  our  opinion  this 
water  is  fit  for  drinking  and  general  purposes. 

The  fluoride  content  is  higher  than  the  average  for  waters  in  the  area 
and  is  not  far  removed  from  the  figijre  of  1 part  per  million  that  is  regarded 
as  the  optimiam  from  the  point  of  view  of  dental  hygiene".

Ifith  the  completion  early  in  the  year  of  tho  Layhan  sewerage  scheme,  six 
of  the  larger  villages  in  the  District  are  now  sewered.  Instructions  have 
been  given  to  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  for  the  preparation  of  schemes 
for  the  villages  of  Elmsett  and  Hitcham,  the  latter  to  include  provision  for 
discharging  of  the  cesspool  emptier  for  the  effective  and  hygienic  disposal  of 
cesspool  contents.  Negotiations  are  in  progress  for  the  acquisition  of  a site 
at  Elmsett  suitable  for  use  as  sewage  disposal  works,  and  a similar  stage  has 
been  reached  in  the  ’^^Tiatfield  scheme  which  is  under  preparation  by  the  Council's 
staff.  Tenders  are  now  being  invited  for  enlargement  of  the  Boxford  sewage  disposal 
viTorks  and  the  extension  of  the  sewers  to  serve  T/hite  Street  G-reen,  Calais  Street, 
Groton  and  Edv/ardstone , and  a start  on  this  work  is  expected  late  in  1966, 

Credit  should  be  given  to  the  maintenance  staff  for  the  efficient  servicing 
of  the  disposal  works.  The  effluent  from  the  Bildeston  and  Lavenham  sewage 
disposal  works  has  been  improved  to  satisfy  Mver  Board  requirements  by  the 
installation  in  the  hmaus  tanks  of  upv;ard  flow  clarifiers.  At  Bildeston  in 
particular,  the  improvement  in  the  quality  of  tho  effluent  discharged  is  dramatic, 
and  the  final  effluent  from  the  Lavenham  sewage  disposal  works  is  also  much  better. 

The  Co\incil' s housing  estates  are  served  by  small  sewage  disposal  works  which 
are  undergoing  enlargement  as  improvement  work  on  Council  houses  progresses. 

Our  first  experiment  into  the  use  of  "packaged"  sewage  purification  works  is 
being  carried  out  at  Cockfield  (Groat  Green)  Housing  site  where  an  extended 
aeration  unit  is  being  installed  to  replace  an  obsolete  and  overloaded  conventional 
works,  "Polishing"  of  the  effluent  is  to  be  carried  out  by  means  of  sand  filters 
designed  by  the  Department  and  the  blo¥/ers,  which  are  apt  to  be  a soxirce  of  noise  . 
nuisance,  will  be  sited  in  a small  sound -insulated  pumphouse, 

With  the  current  trend  to  speed  up  housing  estate  development  the  use  of 
these  prefabricated  sewage  disposal  works  is  becoming  increasingly  popular  and 
it  vdll  be  interesting  to  see  how  easily  these  units  are  assembled  and,  in  the 
future,  dismantled  for  re-use  elsewhere.  Two  estate  developers  have  now  received 
an  indication  that  the  Council  will  be  prep-ared  to  take  over  and  maintain  extended 
aeration  sewage  purification  units  at  private  housing  estates  with  siiitable 
safeguards  as  to  the  after  treatment  of  the  tank  effluent. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  refuse  collection  service  covers  the  v/hole  of  the  Rural  District. 

Refuse  is  removed  weekly  from  the  three  larger  villages  and  at  fortnightly 
intervals  in  the  remaining  22  parishes,  A kerbside  system  of  collection  is 
worked  whereby  householders  are  reqvdred  to  put  dustbins  at  the  kerb  for 
collection  except  in  the  case  of  persons  who  are  aged  or  infim,  when  the 
dustbins  are  collected  from  the  rear  of  the  premises. 

The  service  is  operated  by  one  20  cu.yd,  S & D fore-and-aft  tipping 
refuse  vehicle  virith  a crew  of  three.  A new  Dennis  "Paxit  III  A”  35  cu.yd,  is 
on  order  for  delivery  in  March  1966  when  it  is  anticipa,ted  that  a reorganisation 
of  the  service  will  take  place  to  allow  for  a weekly  collection  throughout  the 
District,  utilising  the  existing  SAD  vehicle  with  a nev/  crew. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  tipping  in  a disused  quarry  within  the 
Hadleigh  Urban  District.  Control  of  the  tip  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Hadleigh 
U.D.C.,  the  cost  being  shared  between  the  two  Councils. 

A pail  closet  emptying  service  operates  in  those  parts  of  the  District  not 
served  by  a public  sewer.  The  service  is  carried  out  at  v/eekly  intervals,  under 
contra,ct,  by  Messrs  Tovey  Transport  Ltd,  Cambridge, 

A Cesspool-emptying  service  is  operated  by  the  Council  utilising  a 750 
gallon  "Donnis”  cesspool  emptier  with  a crew  of  two.  One  ’’free"  emptying  per 
house  per  annum  is  allowed,  thereafter  the  service  is  charged  for  a,t  the  rate  of 
35/~  pel*  load.  The  machine  is  now  8 years  old  and  I anticipate  that  a works 
overhaul  will  be  necessary  during  the  coming  year. 

During  1965,  932  loads  were  removed  from  7A-2  cesspools.  In  addition 
to  this  work,  the  cesspool  emptier  v/as  employed  on  desluding  of  small  housing  site 
sewage  v/orks  in  the  District  and  on  similar  work  on  hire  to  Hadleigh  U.D.C. 
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TO?JN  /iJST)  COUKTRY  PLAMIN&  im  BUILDDI&  BYEL.WS 


The  Council  has  only  limited  delegated  pov/ers  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning 
Acts  and  the  County  Council  is  the  Planning  Authority,  All  applications  are  considered 
by  the  Rura.1  District  Council  Planning  Connittee  v/hose  recommendation  is  taken  into 
consideration  by  the  County  Council,  Contraversal  applications  are  referred  to  the 
Sudbxiry  Area  Planning  Committee  which  meets  monthly.  During  1965,  342  applications 
were  made  for  planning  consent;  of  these  248  were  approved  and  94  were  refused. 

Some  147  a,cres  of  land  within  the  District  now  have  outstanding  Planning  consent  for 
residential  development,  260  applications  were  made  for  approval  of  plans  under  the 
Council’s  Building  Byelaws,  the  majority  of  which  were  approved  although  in  many  cases 
the  applicant’s  attention  was  dravm  to  contravention  and  the  plan  originally  submitted 
amended  before  being  formally  considered,  A considerable  proportion  of  the  time  of  the 
Departments  Staff  is  necessarily  spent  on  inspection  of  v/ork  in  progress  to  ensure 
compliance  v/ith  Byelaws,  Details  of  applications,  listed  in  Parish  order,  are  shown  in 
the  table  below.

There  is  no  public  swinning  bath  within  the  Cosford  Rural  or  badleigh  Urban 
Districts,  An  open  air  public  swinning  pool  (unheated)  is  available  at  Sudbury 
and  heated  indoor  pools  at  Ipswich,  A snail  open  a,ir  '’Furley”  pool  is  provided  at 
Monks  Eleigh  Primary  School,  and  a larger  covered  pool  is  provided  at  Boxford 
Frinary  School,  both  of  which  are  used  solely  for  oducatione.!  purposes.  In  both 
cases,  the  water  is  circulated  filtered  and  chlorinated  and  samples  are  taken  fron 
tine-to-tine  to  ensure  bacterial  purity.  All  samples  taken  v/ore  reported 
"Satisfactory" , 


SCIiOOLS 

There  a,re  ten  village  schools  in  the  District  and  all  are  supplied  with  water 
fron  the  Council’s  nains.  The  schools  at  Bildeston,  Boxford,  Lavenhan  Kersey  and 
Monks  Eleigh,  have  water-closets  connected  to  the  public  sewers.  The  schools  at 
Cockfield  and  Polstead  have  water-closets  connected  to  cesspools.  The  remaining 
schools  at  Elnsett,  Hitchan,  and  v.'hatfield  still  have  ELSi\N  closets.  The  facilities 
at  some  of  the  snaller  schools  where  school  neals  are  prepared  or  served  are 
inadequate  and  there  is  considerable  scope  for  improvement , 
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POOD  AND  DRU&S  INSPECTION 


Milk  Supply 

All  milk  sold  in  the  District  is  "Sterilised"  "Pasteurised"  or  "Tuberculin- 
Tested  (Pasteurised)" , One  milk  distributor  operates  from  prenises  at  Boxford, 
but  no  loose  ailk  is  handled. 

Ice  Creao 

No  prenises  are  registered  for  the  aanufacture  of  ice-crean, 

3k  prenises  are  registered  for  the  sale  only  of  pre-packed  ice  crean^ 

Mobile  vans  operate  in  the  District  but  are  based  outside  it.  These  are 
inspected  from  tine  to  tine  but,  in  general,  give  little  cause  for  conplaint. 

Slaughter  houses  and  Meat  Inspection 

The  only  licensed  slaughter  house  in  the  District  is  owned  by  Mr,  C.  Knewell, 
Boxford.  The  prenises  have  been  reconstructed  and  conply  with  Regulations. 

Regular  slaughtering  is  not  carried  out,  but  every  endeavour  is  nade  to  ensure 
that  all  carcases  are  inspected.  The  license  for  this  slaughterhouse  expired  on 
31st  Decenber,  1965  and  has  not  been  renewed.  No  slaughtering  has  taken  place  since 
that  date.  The  renaining  butchers  in  the  District  obtain  their  supplies  fron  neat 
wholesalers ,
